“The goal of the holiday is to 
rediscover a strong sense of unity 
among African Americans,” said 
Gerald Davis, associate professor 
of African studies at Rutgers-New 
Brunswick. 

Kwanzaa, observed from De- 
cember 26 to January 1, is also a 
time of Thanksgiving. It coincides 
with the time of year when many 
African nations hold harvest feasts 

and celebrations to give thanks for 
good returns from the land. 
“A celebration similar to 
Kwanzaais observed by the Swahili

Africa Needs A Chance 


Two hundred seventy billion! 
This astronomical figure represents 
the amount which sub-Saharan or 
Black Africa owes to various gov- 
ernments of the world. 

There are several reasons for 
this galloping indebtness. Africa’s 
debtrose seriously during the 1980s, 
atthe time when its economic prob- 
lems mounted substantially. By 
1990, the continent’s total debt was 


increased with interest, the price of 
itscommodities worldwide tumbled. 

Recently at the United Nations 
Day for Africa, convened by UN 
Secretary General Javiar Perez de 
Cuellar and chaired by the visionary 
Dr. Leon Sullivan, several high gov- 
ernmental officials as well as the 
presidents of General Motors and 
Colgate-Palmolive participated. All 
agreed that it is simply not possible
